When Dr. Frederick Guertner was ap-
proached on the subject be said: “Prol
Koch, the greatest bacteriologist in the
world, hns not  yet revealed to us the sceret
of his actual remedy, but from his acserip-
tion of the characteristies of his treatment,
and from what 1 gleaned from bim while in
Berlio, 1 think the cure he has discovered
will be found to possess teatures that are of
vital importance to the medieal frateruity.
Prof. Stilliug says that, despite the pervad-
ing theorelic changes which modern baete
riology has wroughbt in ull depurtments of
medical seience, it Liss o far aceomplished
but little in practice, and all eyes are now
turned 1o Germany to see bow Koch will
revolutionize the preseot order of things by
tests. His method of imoculation is de-
signed 10 cure a disease, and differs entirely
from the purposes of vaccinntion which is
intended as a preventive. Koeh's remedy
miay be somewhat similar to a medicinal
disinfectant charred with killing purulent
processes, amd consisting of certain groups
of colorific coal tur derivatives, Alwost all
the known pathogénic wmicro-organisns—
anthrax baceilli and pyocei foremost nmong
them—readily accumulate snch colorants
within tleir own bodies, just os larger
plonts  do, and sweccumb to  their
toxie agency. Anthrox ,bsceilli, pyocei,
ete,, as may be readily observed by the
microscope, imbibe those eoiorants like a
sponge; so that the bacteria mav be noticed
us being deeply dyed before any of the
coloriic liquid itsell becomes discernible in
the field of vision; acd the moment the
intensive coloration is accomplished, every
swarining motion ceases: the cell dies!

“Dr. Koeh, who is oniy 47 vears old, be-
eawe (Amous six years ago as the discoverer
of the comma-shaped microbe, which is be-
lieved to be the eanse of cholern. Germany
may well be proudot bhim, and she will
have eause to be proud of bherself if she gives
him all possible aid in his researches, Itis
to be hoped that the plan for the establish-
ment of & bacteriological laboratory, to be
under Prof. Kocl's direction, will be ear-
ried out.”

and we are in the dark. 1t isbest to poslow
in a case of this kind and await (arther de-
velopments, Of course, il the remedy ac-
complishes what is claimed for it, and its
composition is revealed, it will likely re-
oeive immediate tests in this countrs, al.
though some may hasten to apply it even
betore possessing a thorongh koowledge of
its character, because there are some wio
would try any remedy in a desperate case.”

Dr. Huselton, on the stafl’ of the Alle-
gheny General Hospital, commented in this
strain: “*It was only a short time ago that
och announced in Berlin the fact that he
believed he was on the eveof a t discov-
ery that would prove of inealeulable benefit
to mankind, and while in Earope 1 learned
that be had been experimenting on his
remedy for fome time. As it stands now we
cannot employ his cure in practice because
we are not prepared to use it.  When be bas

. consented to break the bond of secrecy then

it is probable that medical science will be
enriched by a grand dissovery.

AN IDEA OF THE THEORY.
“Koch’s injection is intended to destroy

| the tubercular baceillus, or grerms of enn-

sumption. After the first injection the
patient shows violent symptoms, such as
high fever, a chill and trequent coughing,
whicl may cause himw to think that the cure
has made him worse, but, instead, that is de-
seribed as merely the action of the medicine,
Other injections follow the first, the symp-
toms mentioned before appearing each time
a‘ter the application, but in a less marked
degree toward the end, till at the last injee-
tion the chemical substanee finally succeeds
in killing the germs, and the patient is
healed.”

1n an interview Dr. Dickson spoke as fol-
Inws: “Prof. Koeh eclaims to cure con-
sumption by inoeulation. This is a material
enlargement of the sphere of inoculation.
1t has heretolore been confined to the pre-
vention of disense and has vot been applied
1o its cure. Prof. Koch keeps the eomposi-
tion of his healing inoculating remedv to
himsell, So far I have no faith in i, but
later developments ey alter the ease,
There is certainly money in it for the man
who has the exelusive koowledes of its
make up. But think of the icfiuitesimal
proportion of the consumptives of the
world who will be able to go to Berlin to
have the eurative operation performed upon
them if Koch chooses to keep his secret.
Possibly, however, the professor may im-
part his wondrous secret to the necessary
number of disciples and subordinates and
establish eonsumption inoculating institn-
tions thronghout the world, lan that event,
if his process should prove effective in &
fair proportion of cases, he would in duoe
time gather in stores of wealth compared to
which the fortunes ol Carnegie and Gouid
and Vaoderbilt would be out of vight, So
much would despair pay for that which
would bring hope,”’

“There seems to be po reason to donbt the
prnuineness of the discovery,” said Dr,
Gentry, “aud it is slmost impossible to con-
ceive the benefit which will ascerne to
humanity when the method of trestment
shall bave been made known. The remedy
should be given a fair testand then ad-
judzed asto its merits, ITtis aflirmed that
the lymph used for inocnlating the patients
will be within the reach of all wad that it
will cost only 25 marks for a small vial."

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DOWN TO BUSINESS.

Mr. Powderiy’s General Assembly
Has Plenty of Work on Hand.

A LETTER FROM JUSEPH L. EVANS.

Local Trades Conneils Will Assist in Gel-
ting Shorter Hours.

DRIFT OF A DAY IN LABOR CIRCLES

Considerable interest 1s being manifested
among local Knights of Labor in the pro-
ceedings of the General Assembly now in
session at Denver, A letter was received
vesterday, at K. of J. hesdquarters, from
Master Workman Evans, who represents D.
A. 3, in which he states the business of the
assembly thus far has been transacted with
greater harmony than usual, althongi they
have wot more than started rightly on the
res 10 be considered.

The session will jast two weeks yet, and
some very important business is to be con-
sidered. The matter of Lringing about a
closer affilintion with the Farmers” Allinnce
will probabiv be considerad the first of this
week, The question will hardly be settled
inaday, a5 a great mnny of the delegates
are believed to regard this afiliatlou as a
move toward taking the order into polities,
This fecling is strengthened by Mr. Powder-
ly's hearty recommendation thut iraternal
delezates be sent to the next convestion of
the Farmers® Alliance.

A BOND OF UNITY WANTED.

The attention of the General Assembly
will also be taken up for some time cousid-
ering the pronosed federation with the rail-
way organizations. It isx not intended to
bring about o complete consolidstion, but a
closer bood of munity between the men en-
gaged in the mailway service will in all
probability be formed. Many new laws lor
the goverument of strikes are likely to be
adopted.

Mr. Fvans will present a measure himself
which will eall out the sentimesits of the
delezates on the question of emigration. He
will ask the sssembly to make an effort to
have a bill passed requiring that each per-
son shall be required to have a passport
iscued by the proper officials of the country
from which they sail; the passport to be
signed by the Uuited States Cousul at the
port of embarkation.

The election ot general officers is not ex-
pected to come up before the middle of next
week, and while this matter does not seem
to have created as much discussion as in
the past, there is a zZreat deal of interest
mani‘ested in it. Of course the majority
feel that Mr. Powderly will be re-elected
without opposition, and the contests, if auy,
will likely be on the other officers. Speak-
ing of the meeting in a general way, Mra
Powderly's official paper has this very in-
teresting comment to make:

MEETING AGAIN WITH CONFIDENCE.

This meeting bas not been so widely adver-
tised in the press by means of stories of the
arder's impending disruption as were former
meetings. A teeble attempt was made to start
the usoal anunal story of dissension and dis
satisfaction, put the falshood would not float,
and the Pittsburg fabricator who started it—
of ¢ourse it emanated from Pittsburg—relapsed
jnto silence. Toe truth is that the order
has lived dowm 15 detractors. With na
sieadily incveasing wmewmbership, and with a
very much larger proportion than ever before
of members whose belief in its principles, and
not their were membership, constitutes their
connection with the Order, the Kunights of La-
bor ean now treat with indifterence the carpin
attacks of enemies, Instead of the widesprea
distrust and dissatisfaction apparent two years
ago, threatening as it did the decimation, If
not disruption, of the order, the Geoeral As-
sembly meets chis tiwe with contidence restored
and with entbusiasm as lively 15 in the order's
palmiest days.

CENTRAL TRADEE COUNOCIL.

Arrangements With the Retail Grocers
Progressing All Right.

The commitiee representing the Central
Trades Council, appointed for the purpose
of meeting with the Retail Groeers' Associa-
tion, reported to the Conucil last evening
that they bad met the grocers last week snd
that the prospects for a satisfactory arrange-
ment with the latter organizatior were very
encouraging., Awnother meeting will be held
ou December 5, at which all labor orgaui-
gations are requested to be represented.

A circular letter was received from the
International Labor Congress of Chicago,
containing o stutement ol the aims and ob-
jects of the congress and requesting that
delegates be sent. Delegates will probably
be appointed at o future meeting. The
salesmen were congratulated on the success-
ful termination of their strike,

OFFER THEIR SUPPORT.
